‘ The Dagbladet also prints the fol- 
lowing account of the arrival of the} 
expedition at King’s Bay without |“ 
claim of copyright: 

“When it was rumored at Kings | 
Bay that the Heimdal (the Norwegian 
government's Amundsen relief ship) 
was to clear for Dane Island at 10 
o'clock in the evening, many people 
went to the pier to watch her de- 
parture: The midnight sun's rays 
penetrated the light clouds. 

“Out in the fjord a small vessel 
was noticed making for King’s bay 
with many persons on deck. Aboard 
the Heimdal and the Hobby ‘(another 
relief expedition vessel), which lay 
alongside each other, it was supposed 
this was the launch chartered by the 
Associated Press to follow the patrol 
expedition northward. The onlook- 
ers waved to the occupants and yelled 
joshing reinarks while those on buard 
the little eraft waved in response.

AMUNDSEN PLANS 
ANOTHER FIGHT. 


Copenhagen, June 19.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The Social Demo- 
erat publishes a report’ from  Olso, 
the Norwegian capital, stating that 
Captain Roald Amundsen, who re- 
turned to Spitzbergen Thursday after 
his sensational Arctic flight. is dis- 
satisfied with the results and is “quite 
determined to resume the attempt” to 
reach the pole.

ELLSWORTH is P PRAISED 
IN NORWEGIAN PAPERS 


Oslo, Norway, June 19.—(By the 
Associated Press)—-King Haakon to- 
day at a cabinet.meeting expressed 
the thankfulness of the entire Nor- 
wegian nation over the safe return 
of Roald Amundsen and his com- 
panions from their attempted flight 
to the north pole. The king, on be- 
half of himself and the queen, sent 
a message of welcome home to Amund- 
sen and his party,

Ellsworth Saved 
His Companions 
From Drowning

Kings Bay, Spitzbergen, June 19.— 
To Lincoln Ellsworth, the sole Ameri- 
can member of the Amundsen-Elis- 
worth polar flight party, belongs 
credit for an heroic exploit which 
saved the lives of two of his com- 
panions, said Amundsen today. 

Ellsworth, in the dispatch which he 
sent today to The Constitutions and 
its associated newspapers, modestly 
said of this incident: 

“Dietrichson and Omdah] all but 
lost their lives one day when they 
fell suddenly through a hole in the 
ice up to their necks and were almost 
dragged under by some whirling cur- 
rent underneath.” Dietrichson and 
Omdahl were the American’s compan- 
ions on the airplane N-24. 

Amundsen says that Ellsworth’s 
heroism in saving their lives was the 
highest individual achievement of the 
entire expedition. The two men were 
making their way across the ice to- 
ward the Amundsen plane when they 
fell together into a crevasse which 
suddenly opened right under their feet. 
Amundsen and Riiser-Larsen rushed 


ito aid them, but found themselves on 
the wrong side of a widening lane in 
the ice. They tried to launch their 
canvas boat, but were prevented by 
the masses of drift ice. Meanwhile, 
Elisworth rushed to the other side of 
the lead and risked his own life, 
hanging precariously to the rim of the 
ice, himself half submerged by the cur- 
rent, while he pulled up first one and 
then the other of his exhausted com- 
rades.

FOR A TRAFFIC BUREAU. 


The Atlanta safety council went 
yesterday unalterably and vigorous- 
ly on record for the reestablishment 
of a traffic bureau. 


While fatal traffic accidents with- 
in the city limits show a vem com- 
mendable reduction over the record 
for the same season a year ago, 
there has been a noticeable increase 
in recent close-in suburban acci- 
dents resulting in fatalities, and to 
Atlantans who are supposed to obey 
the traffic laws in the immediate 
Suburbs, as within the city proper. 

Every large city in America. has 
a traffic bureau—that is, a depart- 
ment of the police organization spe- 
cifically charged with that function 
and that alone, such a department 
working in complete coordination 
with all other police departments, 
and with the general patrol service. 

It is unthinkable that politics 
shall interfere with street safety, or 


lanta was sacrificed to politics. The 
result of that sacrifice has been, and 
is obvious to any citizen who will 
study -the situation. 


The bureau should not only be 
reestablished at once, but it should 
be organized with efficiency, in 
making Atlanta’s streets as safe as 
humanly possible, the oniy oLjec- 
tive. It should coordinate—work 
in an understanding conjunction—~ 
with the county authorities. 


Whether we stop to realize it or 
not, one of Atlanta’s most serious 
handicaps, damaging particularly 
abroad, is the cheapness of life and 
limb on its streets and highways. 
The question of where the dead line 
falls between city and county does 
not enter into the question. The 
outsider, contemplating a visit to, 
Atlanta, considers the recent series 
of fatalities on Peachtree road as 
Atlanta fatalities. There is no rea- 
son why a contact cannot be made 
by which with the same vigor the 
county will take up the enforce- 
ment of the same code of traffic 
laws as employed in the City, ex- 
cept, of course, parking, where the 
city by its line of municipal incor- 
poration must lay them down. 

The point is, every good citizen 
deplores the record of traffic acci- 
dents in this city and suburbs, and 
wants the proper remedies applied. 
It is too important a matter to ad- 
mit of jealousies, politics, or con- 
troversial bickerings. The Atlanta 
police department on the whole is 
an efficient organization, most effi- 
ciently managed, and the criticism 
is not directed at the department. 
It is. directed at a policy that takes 
the efficiency of directness in en- 
forcement of any one code of ordi- 
hances away when the whole de- 
partment is left to distribute its 
duties over a tremendous territory 
with a multiplicity of phases. This 
is a day of specialization, and keep- 
ing the streets and highways safe is 
a highly specialized undertaking.

Yet we have the 
word of Voltaire, surely no partisan 
of the Jesuits, that the order was the 
most austere and learned of the Mid- 
dle Ages. And the church itself has 
since long recognized that the charges 
against the Dutch Peter Canisius were 
groundless. For canonization, the 
rites of which were performed by the 
years of arduous investigation in 
which one set of clerics under the 
“devil’s advocate” advances all possi- 
ble objections to the raising of an in- 
dividual to the proposed dignity.

Con- 
sidering that Mr. Mazaryk was al- 
ready president of Czecho-Slovakia 
and that he was talking to the chief 
executive of the American republic, 
a man who stood inflexibly on his 
rights and prerogatives, the answer 
was mild.. For such questions were 
not far removed from direct inter- 
ference with America’s sovereign 
rights.

Indeed, some of the lead- 
ing child specialists, notably Paterson 
in England, advocate scanty cloth- 
ing for the frail, flabby hypotonic or 
“delicate” child—not cruelty but just 
a reasonablé removal of the harmful 
excess so often inflicted on just such 
children by superstitious parents. 
Paterson specifically urges this “to 
increase heat loss from tne skin.”

Decision Was Surprise. 

This decision came as a surprise 
after directly opposite findings had 
been made on similar points by Judge 
McCormick at Los Angeles in review- 
ing the Doheny leases for the Elk 
Hills oil reserve and the contracts 
for building storage tanks at Hawaii. 
The two judges took issue with each 


- other on the most important points un- 


deriving both cases as follows: 

1, Loans to Albert B. Fall, for- 
mer secretary of interior: Judge 
Kennedy held the $25,000 in liberty 
bonds given to Fall by Sinclair to be 
clearly a loan, whereas Judge McCor- 
mick has denounced Doheny’s loan of 
$100,000 to Fall as a fraud against 
the United States which “involved 
colossal infamy, regardless of whether 
it was a bribe, a gift or a loan.” 

Judge Kennedy threw out the gov- 
ernment’s evidence regarding the 
$230,000 in liberty bonds traced to 
Fall from the Continental Trading 
company, a, Canadian corporation 
which the government insisted was a 
cover-up scheme to transfer funds 
from Sinclair to Fall. Judge Ken- 
nedy held that this transaction had 
been handled in a strictly legal way. 

No Unnecessary Secrecy in I

London, June 10.—TIwo of the 


weekly reviews issued today, the New |. 


Statesman, and the Uutlook, comment 
on the: recent expressions by Ameri- 
can secretary {of state, Mrj Kellogg, 
and President Calles, of Mexico. 

Both express surprise at the swift- 
ness and bluntness of Senor Calles’ 
reply=to Mr. Kellogg’s utterances re- 
garding ‘the Mexican situation. The 
VUutlook says the Kellogg statement 
had all the earmarks of an ultima- 
tum, and “therefore he cannot very 
well retreat be ag loss of dignity.” 
It asks whether Mr. Kellogg will 
“climb down ‘or phrase a reply in such 
a way as ‘> give President Calles an 
opportunity to extricate himself grace- 
fully,” or whether it will mean “an- 
other amorphous punitive American 
expedition into Mexico.” 4 

The New Statesman says Washing- 
ton’s sharp warning to Mexico has 
been expected for many months, since 
it has been plain that the Calles gov- 
ernment was not doing “any of the 
things demanded by the American 
state department on behalf of the 
great foreign interests in Mexico. 

“President.Coolidge cannot conceiv- 
ably be disposed to a warlike attitude. 
He cannot be unaware that a resort 
to force would be widely unpopular in 
the United States. The best hope 
in the crisir probably resides in the 
American ambassador to Mexico, Mr. 
Sheffield. He is experienced and 
commands the confidence both of the 
American anu British communities in 
Mexico.” 

MEXICAN REBELS 
SEIZIED, EXECUTED. 

Mexico City, June 19.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Thirty membcrs of 
the remaining rebel groups in the 
state of Vera Cruz have been executed 
within the last fortnight, according to 
a report to the war department from 
General Juan Andrew Almazan, mili- 
tary commandant. 

Capture of the rebels was made pos- 
sible through the discovery of a curi- 
ous code .by which the various groups 
communicated. The code involved the 
use of packs and cards. 

Other reports to the war depart- 
ment, received from the military com- 
mandants in Chihuahua and Coahuila 
announce that the followe:3 of Adolfo 
de La Huerta have renewed their ac- 
tivities along the border, hoping to 
avail themselves of a break between 
the United States and Mexico.

“Whereas, except for those certain 
commodities, «such as cotton, lumber 
and naval stores, our methods of as- 
sembling, storing and disposing of 
farm products are inadequate, and 

“Whereas, it is believed that it is 
the duty of the state to furnish ade- 
quate and efficient facilities of this 
nature, including warehouses, grain 
elevators, cold storage warehouses, 
docks, wharves, tracks and other ter- 
minal facilities at deep water: 

“Now, therefore, be it resolved by 
the Country Bankers’ Association of 
Georgia, that we favor the creation by 
the state’ of Georgia of a state system 
of terminal facilities on the Georgia 
coast, cOmmonly called a state port.” 

Health Work Indorsed. 

The» work of the state board of 
health was indorsed by résolution and 
“commended in the highest terms.” 
The resolution expressed the view 
that the appropriation for this work 
is not sufficient for the proper pro- 
tection of the people of the state. 

At the meeting of the Country Bank- 
ers here today there developed a three- 
cornered debate upon whether or not 
the farmers of Georgia should raise 


cotton or diversify their crops. Lu- 
ther Bond, the president, in his an, 
nual address, emphasized the great 
need of raising cotton in Georgia. He 
made it the tenor of his speech. He 
urged the farmers be encourage] to 
raise cotton and not to be ted olf 
after uncertain crops and pigs. 

He was particularly seyere in his 
criticism of pig raising. Ie said 
there were so many pigs in (Georgia 
now, that an automobile could not be 
drivén across the street without run- 
ning over them. 

Frank M. Oliver, a Savannai attor- 
ney, former district head of the 
Kiwanis clubs of the state, spoke on 
the subject “Looking at Georgia”. He

ifv’. He said Georgia could never 
‘raise cotton like it once did and that 
the prosperity of the state depended 
upon diversification.

KE. A. Cutts, a cotton’ buyer of 
Savannah, spoke on the present and 
future of king cotton in the south. 
He agreed with President Bond about 
raising cotton but disagreed with him 
nbout marketing it. Bond’s advice 
had been to raise cotton, pick it, gin 
it, and sell it. at once. Cutts said 
the selling policy was wrong. He 
urged that the staple be raised, but 
declared it should be marketed slow- 
ly and with a view to getting the 
best price for it. “Raise cotton and 
hold it’, he said. “Hold it for an 
advantageous market.” The Country 
Bankers thoroughly enjoyed the ex- 
pressions from the orators.

Agricultural communities, on the 
whole, appear to be faring fairly well 
this year, despite a few mishaps which 
must invariably be expected. For in- 
stance, it now seems as though last 
year’s favorable wheat situation might 
be somewhat reversed. Instead of a 
bumper crop in the face of world 
shortage, the United States appears 
in 1925 to face prospects of a poor 
yield, while other nations fare better 
than in 1924. In forecasting a total 
crop this year of about 661,000,000 
bushels of wheat, the United States 
department of agriculture recently 
pointed out that such a crop would 
be the smallest since 1917 and that 
after domestic consumption require- 
ments are considered, this t6tal would 
leave very little for export require- 
ments. 

Aside from the wheat sitwatie: 
however, the other grain crops appear 
to be doing tolerably well. The larg- 
est barley crop since 1918 is forecast, 
while the oats crop promises to be 
reasonably good. In the case of live- 
stock, it is. reported that while the 


hog market has been quiet recently, 
the total supply of hogs in sight for 
this year is much smaller than in any 
other year since the close of the war. 
And there appears to be a rather 
general feeling that the cattle industry 
wiil one of these days find itself trav- 
eling definitely on the upward path. 
As for cotton, the south’s great crop, 
there is. general expectation of a large 
yield. Final yields of cotton, how- 
ever, are difficult to predict this 
early. 

Turning to farm prices for a mo- 
ment, it seems that present values are 
much more equitable than those which 
prevailed a year back. Hog prices 
are much higher, while grain values 
have recovered to some extent from 
| the sharp price declines of earlier in 
‘the year. Cotton prices, of course, 
have slumped and wool values are 
lower than they were a while back. 
But on the whole the buying power of 
farm products, as the above chart 
shows, continues to gain consistently 
in the travel back to an equitable re- 
lationship with industrial values.
